The society do not 
take this view’ of the m atter. 
In an interview this m orning 
H u­ 
m ane A gent Lloyd said : "N o sir, we will 
not bury the home if it rem ains there 
until its bones rot. 
Had I not killed the 
anim al it would have starved to death 
and then whose duty would it have been 
to bury it? 
My action in the m atter 
was only hum ane. 
I was appointed to 
my office by the secretary of state, and 
the appointm ent was ratified by the 
m ayor, so you can see la m a duly ap­ 
pointed city officer. 
Clearly the city 
should pay for the burial of the anim al. 
If the hum ane society had any money 
we would willingly pay for the burial 
of the horse, bu* as we have uot. I don’t 
th in k it is proper to let any anim al su f­ 
fer because no person can bo found to 
bury it. 
We propose to make a test case 
out of this and will see just where we 
stand before we are through.” 
The hum ane agent and sanitary officer 
held a conference this m orning, aud it 
was decided to collect evidence against 
th e peddler w ho ga ve the horst* to the 
boys. His name is Im brie and he is now 
in Carroll county. 
He will be brought 
here and be made to pay the expense 
of the funeral. If this fails it is probable 
the city will bury the horse. 
Iii 
speaking of the case Hanitary 
Officer Burgess said : " I t is not th at we 
object to burying til** anim als, but we , 
first w ant the hum ane ugeut toendeavor 
to find tin* owner w’ho is compelled to 
stand the expense. 
We are tired bury­ 
ing horses where no effort is m ade to 
find the owmer of them .”

In its present state slanguage 
ha* attained to such a luxurious com­ 
pleteness thilt if w arrants serums treat­ 
ment. 
copious and comprehensive 
has it become th at there is hardly a hu­ 
man want, finding or emotion of the 
heart that cannot he translated into the 
vernacular of the bootblack. 
In study­ 
ing the philosophy of slang the first 
natural query is. How and why did it 
originate? To the first question one 
m ight give, w ith iw taiu modifications, 
the same answer th at would Is* given to 
the question, Why do people swear? 
The hum an anim al, like a locomotive, 
seems to require escape valves for occa­ 
sions when there is too much steam iii 
the Isdlcr. 
W hen a man is overflowing 
w ith adm iration, anger or wonder, the 
ordinary adjectives do not (or he thinks 
they do not) meet the emergency. They 
do not relieve his pent lip fullness a n y 
more than a sip from a dewdrop would 
quench a man s thirst. The natural man 
and the natural woman sometime* find 
relief under strong emotion in explosive 
utterances. 
In the ease of anger the es- 
cap© valve expletive i* an oath inkless 
the m an iii question Im pp. us to be a 
gentlem an and sometimes, though very 
rarely, when he is. 
If will thus be smm th at slang, being 
of emotional ancestry, is a first cousin 
to the oath, aud both are used by th o se 
who m entally resemble the luau whose 
use of intoxicating drinks has mode him 
forget or underestim ate tile attractions 
of pure wafer. 
Slang, in sooth, is a 
whisky distillation of language. 
It is 
si. strong that it may bt* taken only very 
rarely w ith im punity, and herein lies 
the chief danger in its use. 
Not only 
does tho slangiest find ordinary English 
tame, but he ends iii not being able to • 
find any English a t all. 
A nother fatal characteristic of slang 
is the very one which at first seem res its 
adoption— namely, its pungency. The 
■ame law that makes quiet colors and 
shades wear well in the world of fabrics 
has its counterpart iii 
the world of 
speech. We t ire very spetalily of a start­ 
ling costume, iii high colors, aud just 
as speedily do we tire of slung, which 
is startling, high colored speech. 
Still another reason why slang eau 
never gain a perm anent foothold iii the 
language is its u tter lack of dignity. 
No subject can be seriously treated in 
slanguage. Its sole function is to tickle 
by ifs patness or ifs grotesqueness. 
It 
reflects a fugitive iridescence upon cur­ 
rent w it and hum or, as like the bub­ 
ble catches prism as tie colors, but, Uke 
the bubble, it vanishes even w hile you 
behold it. 
N aturally there are >lang 
phrases of all degrees of goodlier aud 
badness, ranging from the word which 
is only a slight remove from a forcible 
but 
perfectly decorous adjective 
to 
slang of the most daring, ileep dyed or­ 
der. 
A t one end of the scale, for in­ 
stance, one m ight place "fetch in g ” aud 
ut the otiier end its superlative “ ru m .” 
Again, the injunction "p lay ball” is i 
gentle aud seemly, in comparison w ith 
the brusque command " g e t a move on. ” 
Along certain lines the siangujst seems 
to revel in extravagant synonyms and 
antonyms, especially iii those express­ 
ing some infirm ity in the upper story. 
The mull who has "w h eels” is alw> 
popularly known as "n u tty , ” "cracked” 
or off his trolley. 
Again, if he comes 
from the country, he is ‘ * corn raised,” 
has "seed iii his hair, ” or his "face 
doesnt fit 
h im .” 
" G a ll,” "n erv e,” 
’’cheek, 
"sa n d ,” "b rass” and "face” 
are also nearly synonymous terms for 
qualities whose universality has made 
them a target for popular satire. Equally 
prolific is the sianguist in coining 
terms 
for 
money. 
“ D ust.” 
" tin .” 
sand, 
rocks, 
‘‘chink 
aud "spon­ 
dulicks” un* only a few of the words 
that translate "filthy lucer. ” 
Two of the slang phrases now in 
gallingly frequent use are, 
" T h a t’s 
rikrh f.” aud "T h at won t cut much 
ice.’ 
I be latter, it m ust be confessed, 
h a s certain cool figurative qualities 
v\ hicb give it a saving color of grace. 
But most of these phrases rely chiefly 
upon their condensed expressiveness, 
which is the tradem ark of their Am er­ 
ican m anufacture. 
They are but oue of 
the m any devices of the masses to com­ 
pass a crosscut and avoid circum locu­ 
tions. 
Thus "sn a p ” mid "cin c h ” are 
time economy for n moneyed sinecure 
and an assured competence. 
Oue of the surest tests of the rapid 
m ortality of slung is the extremely pain­ 
ful sensation produced bv hearing a n ti­ 
quated slaug phrases used—and there 
Are alw ays people who are two or 
three or ten years behind in their use 
of such nhrases. When other people are 
saying "N o t on your tintype,” 
the 
user of mildewed slang feebly ejac 
ulates 
I should smile. 
The piquancy 
and patness of certain phrases make it 
hard to declare that slang has no legiti 
•blate use. 
But concerning its misuse. 
there eau hardly be two opinions among 
people whose opinions are worth any 
tiling.
